Robbers of Highway-men , to the end they may be proceeded

al {hall Apprehend any ſuch Offender or Offenders, Ir is further 
I Ordered by His Majeſty that ſuch Perſon or Perſons who {hall 
J- at any time from the Day of the Nate hereof, till che 19th of De- 
J cember, which ſhall be in the Year of our Lord 1685, and after thar 
| Day till His Majeſty ſhall pleaſe to Recall this Order, either by 
Proclamation or His Order in Couacil , Apprehend any Robber or Highway-man, and Cauſe 
him to be brought into Cuſtody, ſhall within fifteen days after his Conviction have a Reward of 
Ten ponnds for every luch Offender ſo Apprehended and Convicted. And all and cvery Sheriffs 
and Sherift of the relpe&tive Counties and Sheriffwicks where ſuch Conviction ſhall be had, are, 
and is hereby required upon the Certificate of the Judge, or two or more Juſtices of the Peace, 
before whom luch Perſon or Perſons ſhall be Convicted of ſuch Apprehention and Conviction, 
to Pay unto the Perſon or Perſons who ſhall Apprehend ſuch Offender or Offenders the Reward 
aforeſaid, within the time aforeſaid, for each and every Offender ſo Apprehended and Convicted 
as aforeſaid, out of His Majeſties Moneys received by ſuch Sheriff or Sheriffs in that County, 
where ſuch Conviction ſhall be, which ſhall be allowed unto him or them upon his or their Ac- 
compts in the Exchequer. And the Right Honourable the Lords Commiſſioners of His Majeſties 
Treaſury, are hereby Authorized and [mpowred to give ſufficiear Warrants to the Officers and 
others concerned in theExchequer, to give Allowance thereof accordingly. And it is alſo further 
Ordered, Thar all Lieutenants, Depury-Lieurenants, Juſtices of the Peace, Mayors, Sherifts , 
Bailiffs, and other Officers and Perſons whatſoever do take notice hereof, and give due Obedience 
accordingly, and alſo be Aiding and Aſſiſting in all things tending to the Execution hereof, as 
they tencer His Majeſties Diſpleaſure, and upon pain of being proceeded againſt as Contemaers 
of His Majeſties Royal Authority.
